GAINS IMPORTANT,

Berlin, February 25.— (Via London.) 
The report of German gains northward 
of Verdun has strengthened the feel- 
ing of confidence here in the outcome 
of future events. The news has pro- 
voked no noticeable flurry in Berlin, 
where no flags have been exhibited. 

Naturally it is impossible to hazard 
a guess whether the latest drive marks 
the beginning of a great offensive or 
is only a continuation of the evident 
feeling out process of recent days. 

Except as to the number of a riganeril 
taken the victory of the Germans is 
one-fourth as great as that achieved 
by the entente allies in September, 
where three days’ gunffre preceded the.

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AUTOISTS MAKE FINAL SPURT 
TO Gr 1916 TAGS IN TIME 

The office of Secretary of State Phil 
Cook is swamped with applications for 
1916 automobiie license tags from all 
quarters. of the state. Autoists who 
have waited until the last minute are 
making a desperate effort to get their 
tags before March 1, after which time 
they will be subject to arrest and fine 
for driving their cars without a 1916 
license tag. 

With only three days, not counting 
Sunday, before the first of March, there 
are yet fully half of the automobiles 
in the state to be registered. Secre- 
tary Cook stated Friday afternoon that 
about 15,200 1916 tags have been de- 
livered so far, and that there are now 
in his office about 2,000 applications 
for which tags are yet to be sent out. 
He anticipates that the registration of 
cars this year will reack a total of.35,- 
000. The total last year was 25,169. 

Friday’s mail brought in 1,500 Appli- 
cations, which could not be handled 
A the secretary's office on account of 

e rush created by the mails and per- 
somal calls of the last several days. 

In Atlanta there remains 4,000 auto- 
mobiles yet to be registered. Thursday 
brought in 100 applications from At- 
lanta, but Friday there were only about 
one hundred.
